WATTERSON’S SON SENT HOME. 


ghe Blair Bill Smothered inthe House of 
Its Friends—General Matters 
of Legistation, 


WasnrvaTon, April 18.—[Special.}—Senator 
Gray's boom for the chief justiceship suddenly 
wilted today, and it now secms about settled, 
at least in the minds of the majority of sena- 
tots, that President Cleveland has determined 
to appoint Hen. E. J. Phelps, of Vermont, 
eresent minister to England. It has been the 
general topic of conversation among senators 
all day, and has created quite a flutter among 
the members of that dignified body. Some of 
the porthern CGemocratie senators expressed 
themselves this morning as. ss posi- 
tive that the president would 
appoint Minister Phelps, and would probably 
send in the nomination tomorrow. Had it 
been an associate justiceship, it is said the 
president would certainly have appointed Sen- 
ater Gray; but, under all the circumstances, 
it was not deemed wise or expedient to appoint 
so young & man, comparatively speak- 
ing, to preside over those old vet- 
erans of the supreme court bench. It is under- 
stood thatthe president examined the field 
carefully, and concluded that Mr. Phelps was 
the best man for the place. Mr. Phelps is six- 
ty-six years old, but is well preserved. One of 
his admirers in the senate said today ‘‘that as 
a lawyer he is head-and shoulders above many 
of the most eminent members of that profes- 
sion inthe country. He is the equal of Thur- 
man in 2ll that goes to inake up the great law- 
yer and jurist. Hie possesses all the elements 
of qualification, and there will be no inconsist- 
eney in his presiding over the trained jurists of 
the supreme bench. He will not have to ac- 
quire qualifications by experience, and, let me 
add, that in his devotion to the fundamental 
principles of democracy, Mr. Phelps is not be- 
hind the noble Thurman. He is a democrat, 
and in his construction of the constitution and 
in all other questions, he is qualified to take up 
the duties imposed from the first hour he as- 
cends the bench.” 

The southern and western democratic sena- 
tors are very much displeased at the proposed 
appointment, but they, of course, cannot vote 
against his confirmation. Many republicans 
favor him, and if it be true that the president 
has decided to nominate him, he will be con- 
firmed without difficulty. The names of Mr, 
Lowell, Secretary Bayard and Minister Pen- 
dieton are already mentioned as possibilities 
in connection with the British mission. 

THE BLAIR BILL. 

At a meeting of the sub-committee of the 
committee on education today, it was decided 
to report the Crain bill to the full committee 
asasulstitute forthe Biair bill. The Crain 
bill provides for the distribution of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the public lands among the 
states and territcries for educational purposes, 
provided not more than eight million dollars 
be expended in a single year. Section 2 
of the bitl provides that at the ex- 
piration of each fiscal year, the secretary 
of the treasury shall distribute among the sey- 
eral stales and territories, in proportion to their 
scholarship population between the ages of 
eight and fourteen years, the net proceeds of 
the sales of all public lands which may be in 
the treasury, and all moneys so distributed 
shall be expended bythe several states and 
territories in the same manner in which they 
expend the revenues raised therein by local 
taxation forthe support of common schools. 


It is said by the friends of the Blair bill that- 


thisaction of the sub-committee was only to 
have the appearance of indicating that they 
are making an attempt to bring in a substitute 
fora billwhen they are fully determined to 
sinother it in the committee. Theyclaim that 
ofconrse the full committee will not agree to 
the substitute, but will continue its considera- 
tion and go over it section by section until the 
6ession is concluded. 

It is evident that if the committee can keen 
the bill from the house, they will doso, while 
at the same time they will appear to be attempt- 
ing toreport it or a substitute. While Mr. 
Candicr is chairman of the committee he 
i$ 18 not on the sub-committee which 
has had the bill under consideration, and until 
it is reported to the full committee, he can’t 
diseuss it in the committee. He is, however, 
very much opposed to the Blair bill.

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FUNERAL OF MR, CONKLING. 


Services to be Held in Calvary Chapel, Utica, 
Saturday Afternoon. 

New York, April 18,—Mr. Conkling died in 
the rear chamberon the second floor of the 
residence. Iis bed faced west. It was a noble 
struggle that Roscee Conkling fought the de- 
cree of grim déath, but at last his end was 
peaceful and unaccompanied by pain. Inter- 
ment will be at Utica. 

Mrs. Conkling and Mrs. Oakman were kneel- 
ing at the bedside of Mr. Conkling when he 
died. Mr. Conkling had her hand clasped in 
his. Mrs. Conkling left the room when the 
face ofthe dead ex-senator was covered and 
went into her own room and fell exhausted on 
a iounge. 

Mr. 5. L. M. Barlow, after consultation with 
Mr. Conkling’s relatives and friends this morn- 
ing, announced to members of the press that 
funeral services will be held over the dead 
senater's remains on Friday morning at 10 
o'clock in Trinity chapel, West Twenty-fifth 
street. Rev. Morgan J. Dix will officiate, 
assisted by other clergymen. 

Friday afternoon the remains will be taken 
on aspecial train to Utica, N. Y., where fu- 
neral services will also be held in Mr. Conk- 
ling’s late residence, on Rutger street, previ- 


ous to interment. 

Later it. was decided that the funeral cer- 
vices in Utica will be held in Calvary chapel 
on Saturday aiternoon, instead of in Mr. 
Conkling’s late residence in that city. 

The pall bearers selected are Judge Ship- 
man, Abram S., Hewitt. S. L. M. Barlow, 
Clarence A. Seward, Manton Marble, Senator 
John P. Jones, Senator Don Cameron, Wil- 
liam J. Wallace, Walter S. Church, and Isaac

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DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 


Arranging for Debate on the Tariff Bill-- 
Another Caucus Ordered, 

WASHINGTON, April 18.—Democratic mem- 
bers of the house met in caucus tonight to con- 
sider the length of time during which the de- 
bate on the tariff bill shall continue. The 
caucus was well attended, 110 members being 
present, including Messrs. Carlisle and Ran- 
dall.- The proceedings were confined to ex- 
pressions of opinion as to the length of time to 
be allowed for the tariff debate. There ap- 
peared to be a feeling in some quarters that it 
would be unwise to adopt any castiron rule 
Which might deprive the more important com- 
mittees—such as the committee on rivers and 
harbors—of the privilege of taking advantage 
of any intervals in the tariff debate to press 
their favorite measures to the point of action. 
There was, however, no spirit of controversy 
developed, and a very moderate tone charac- 
terized all of the speeches onthe subject. It 
was generally admitted that the republican 
minority should be afforded the fullest and 
freest opportunity to discuss and amend the 
pending bill, and the caucus closed. by adopt- 
ing the following resolution ; 

tesolved, That the democratic members of the 
ways and means committee be requested to confer 
with their assceiates on the committee and en- 
deavor to reach an agreement as to the time during 
which the debate on the tariff bill shal! continue. 

It is the understanding that. another caucus 
will be held afterthe democrats of the ways 
aud means committee shall have ascertained 
the feeling of their republican associates in the 
matter, at which a definite order of business 
will be arranged. 

Death of Dr. Agnew. 

New York, April 18.—Dr. Cornelius R. 
Agnew died this afternoon. He was one of 
the consulting physicians in Mr. Conkling’s 
case when the trouble in his ear developed. 
He died from peritonitis, for which no cause 
has been assigned. He was an eminent 
specialist on diSeases of the eye and ear.

A Lively Political Debatein the 
Senate. 


JOHN SHERMAN MEETS HIS MATCH. 


The Seating of Hayes Again Brought to the 
. Frout—-Senator Vest Disregards the 
Threat of Senator Sherman. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—Among petitions 
presented in the senate and referred, was one 
by Mr. Brown signed by seventy-three citizens 
of Atlanta, Ga., protesting against legislation 
to brand or tax refined lard, and stating their 
belief that cottonseed oil and beef fat are as 
wholesome and valuable foods as leaf lard 
from swine. 

Mr. Evarts, from the committe on foreign 
rejations, reported back (adversely) Mr. Rid- 
dleberger’s resolution to suspend the rules as 
to executive sessions during consideration of 
the fisheries treaty. The report was placed on 
the calendar and ordered printed. 

Among the bills introduced and referred 
wasone by Mr. Morrill, authorizing the pur- 
chase of a site for a building for the supreme 
court of the United States. 

The resolution reported yesterday by Mr 
Plumb from the committee on public lands in- 
structing that commitjee to inquire into the 
allegations made by Mr. Call on the floor of 
the senate as to illegaLand fraudulent convey- 
ances of public lands in Florida, was taken up. 

Mr. Call objected tothe preamble referring 
to him as making allegations. He had merely 
presented petitions from citizens of Florida, 
whom he-vegarded as truthful men, and who 
made statements which lho believed to be true. 
He, therefore; moved to strike out the words 
crediting the allegations to himself. 

Mr. Cockrell gave notice that if the amend- 
ment were agreed to lie would move to recom- 
mit the resolution. 

Mr. Plumb said that some foundation had to 
be laid for investigation. 1t would notdo merely 
to say that allegations had been made without 
saying by whom. 

Mr. Call—By petitions presented by the 
senator from Fiorida. 

Mr. Berry moved to amend the preamble by 
making it read: 

Whereas, It bas been alleged by the senator from 
Fiorida that Le is satisfied from the pe.ition pre 
sented by reputable citizens of Florida, etc. 

The amendment was agreed to, and the res- 
olution, as amended, was adopted. 

The senate then resumed consideration of 
the senate bill discussed yesterday to forfeit 
certain lands heretofore granted for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the construction of railroads. 

Debate on the pending amendments closed 
at 2 o’clock. without the bill having made any 
progress, when the senate resumed considera- 
tion of the bill for the admission of South Da- 
kota asastate, and the organization of the 
territory of North Dakota. 

Mr. Sherman read extracts from New Or- 
leans newspapers bearing on political events in 
Louisiana, and from speeches made in 
the late canvass in that state by Governor Mc- 
Enery and Senator Enstis. The speech of the 
latter gentlemen (whose absence Mr. Sherman 
regretied) he described as an able and clear 
presentation of the southern side in the con- 
troversy. It spoke of two distinct races being 
present in that state ; of raco antagonism exist- 
‘ing between them, which was onc of sentiment 
and beyond the control of either; the danger 
of.a spark producing at any moment a conila- 
gration in their midst; of 

THE DREAM OF A YANKEE CRANK 
being that the danger might be averted by 
miscegenation ; of the issue being whether the 
negro should govern and rule the white man 
or the white man govern andrule the negro; 
of the determination of the white men of Sou- 
isiana to solve the question without regard to 
northern sentiment, and of the final result be- 
ing the overthrow of negro ruie and the estab- 
lishment of a white man’s government. 

{ that, said Mr. Sherman, was the desire 
and determination of the white people of Louis- 
iana, the constitution of the United States 
would have to be changed. That constitution 
declared that a republican form of government 
should be guaranteed to every state. When it 
was said that the black man should not rule, 
it was said that the majority should not rule; 
for he believed that the blacks were in the 
majority in the state of Louisiana, and they 
had behind them a great many white ropubli- 
cans who were among the highest of the peo- 
pie of Louisiana in wealth, social standing and 
influence. Therefore, when it was said that 
there must be 

A-WHITE MAN’S GOVERNMENT, 
in Louisiana, it meant an unrepublican govern- 
ment. The people of the south, instead of 
seeking to win the colored people by kindness 
(he wished to God they would, and he did not 
care how many votes they got inthe process), 
had maintamed the system as described by 
Senator Eustis, of domineering, crime and 
violence. He had felt called upon, he said, to 
make these remarks partly to correct a histori- 
cal error into Which many persons had fallen, 
and toshow that not only did the returning 
board of Louisiana have sufticient evidence 
for them of fraud and violence and outrage in 
the election of i876, but that the present gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, and one of its senators 
had confessed all and more than hadever been 
claimed by the returning board. 
MR. SHERMAN’S THREAT. 

If ever anybody had any doubt of the elec- 
tion of Hayes, that doubt had been removed 
by the admissions of the very men who had 
participated in the wrong of that day in Loui- 
siana; and hereafter, when Rhy man asserted 
of President Hayes that he had been elected 
by fraud or wrong, or had not been duly elect- 
ed, he (Sherman) would hold him in contempt 
as uttering that which was not true, and which 
was denied by the very men who overthrew 
the local government in Louisiana in 1870. 

SENATOR VEST’S REPLY. 

Mr. Vest replied to Mr. Sherman. He said 
that the threat which the latter had fulminat- 
ed as to holding in contempt men who ques- 
tioned Hayes’s election, might have terror for 
members of his own party; but, with even the 
terror of that threat before his eyes, he (Vest) 
still denied the honesty and legality of that 
election. The question which he had asked 
yesterday about Packard and Hiyes had been 
asked in a desultory and unpremeditated way, 
and the senator from Ohio had not answered 
it satisfactorily. 

QUOTING MR. BLAINE. 

Mr. Vest sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read extracts from a speech made on that sub- 
ject in the senate by Mr. Blaine, in which he 
declared the election of Hayes and Packard 
were indissolubly connected, aM asked who 
had the authority to maks au arrangement by 
which Packard was not upheld. it was im- 

ible for the administration of Hayes to 
save done it. Taxt, Mr. Vest said, was the 
statement of the most distinguished republi- 
can now living—with due deference to the 
possibility of the senasor from Ohio [laughter] 
—the standard-bearer of the republican party 
in the last presidential canvass, and (it was to 
be taken for granted) to be the standard- 
bearer of that partyin the coming contest. 
Mr. Blaine bad then asserted that if Packard 
was not elected governor of Louisiana [‘‘He 
was,’ from Mr. Sherman], Hayes was not en- 
titled to the electoral vote of that state. 

Mr. Vest then passed on to the question of 
the Louisiana returning board, and stated that 
every member and officer of that board, and 
their relatives, had been 

PROVIDED WITH LUCRATIVE OFFICES, 
except one, the colored member, Cassanave, 
who had ret been so provided, and who had 
come to Washington and appealed to Hayes 
and Sherman (then secretary of the treasury) 
for pecuniary aid, which had been given or 
offered to him to the amount of over $1,000.

he senator from Ohio had read newspaper 
extracts with stories of outrage and murder 
and crime in Louisiana, but where, he asked, 
would that senator or himself be today if the 
newspapers spoke the truth about them? 
What wonld become of any public man in this 
country if newspaper statements were to be 
taken as evidence before any tribunal? He 
criticised, sarcastically, the opposite senti- 
ments expressed by Mr. Sherman in his two 
recent speeches at Nashville, Tennessee. and 
Springfield, [}inois, and said, in conclusion,

at the risk even of the scnator’s contempt. I 
undertake to say that the American people 
never will be satisfied with the explanation 
made today, but that like James G. Blaine 
they have already come to the conclusion that 
it isimpossible, even for the ingenuity of the 
senator from Ohio, to explain why it was that 
the state of Louisiana, as returned by the re- 
turming board, was good for the purpose of 
giving the electoral vote of Louisiana to 
Hayes for the presidency, but was not good for 
the purpose of giving it to Packard for the 
governorship of that state. -s 

Mr. Sherman thanked the senator from 
Missouri for reading extracts from his (Sher- 
man’s) speeches. Every word uttered in these 
speeches he would utter again if opportunity 
affer. With regard to his speech at Spring- 
fielg, every word of it was true. He was 
speaking within sight of the monument of Lin- 
colm and was recalling circumstances of Lin- 
coln’s life and of the war period, and telling 
the course of the democratic party, north and 
south. The Nashville speech was made to 
men of the future, to men who, he believed, 
were hopefully looking forward to the disap- 
pearance of the results of the war. The other, 
a récital, a recapitulation, a review of the 
past, every word of which was 
true. If senators from the south would 
only give assurance that there shall be free 
and fair elections in the south; if they would 
only do what the constitution and laws require, 
there would be peace and fraternity. He would 
say to them now, in al! seriousness, that if the 
colored people are deprived of their rights in 
the future, asin the past, the difficulty and 
danger that surrounded the south would go on 
increasing and the time would come when 
these rights must be yielded or worse would 

revail. 

There could beno doubt of this. He would 
be glad to do anything he could to reHeve the 
south of this question. In some states the 
negroes are increasing rapidly in numbers, 
while the whites are decreasing. Power was 
passing from one to the other. The south 
wanted diversified industries Instead of 
breaking down the industries of the north, the 
south ought to try to rival them. Instead of 
bregking down the tariff laws, they ought to 
seem’ to strengthen them and share in their 
benefit. It was in this spirit of this suggestion 
that he had made his Nashville speech. 

Mr. Sherman closed with a reassertion of the 
propriety of Hayes’s action in connection with 
Louisiana matters. 

Mr. Hawley, who wasa member of one of 
the Louisiana commissions of 1877, also replied 
briefly to Mr. Vest, and the debate ended 
without onee recurring to the bill before the 
senate. - 

Upon suggestion of Mr. Allison and others, 
that several other senators wished to make 
speeches upon the Dakota Dill, Mr. Platt 
assented to a postponement of the vote upon it 
until tomorrow. 

Mr. Frye presented aconference report on 
the bill to invite conference of the American 
republics, but no action was taken upon it. 

The senate adjourned. 


THEY WHOOPED THINGS UP. 


Nichols and the Democratic Ticket Sweep 
Louisiana. 

New Orwezans, La., April 18—As reported 
last night, Nicholls and the rest of the demo- 
cratic state ticket were elected by from 20,000 
to 50,000 majority. The count in the Gity is 
progressing slowly. Enough is known, how- 
ever, toshow almost beyond doubt that the 
young men’s democratic ticket has been gen- 
erally successful. The president of the young 
men’s democratic association publishes am ap- 
peal to the people of the city, requesting mer- 
chants to send their clerks at once to the head- 
quarters of the association to assist in securing 
a fair count. The appeal says: 

The ringis broken. Bo-sism is at an end. We 
have polled the votes anda good majority is ours. 
They are now trying to wear us out by delaying the 
count. 

Many regard this appeal as an evidence of 
weakness, while others consider it timely pre- 
cautionary action. 

NICHOLLS’S MAJORITY OVER 50,000, 

News from all parts of the state show that 
a heavy vote was polled and that only a few 
votes were cast for the republicans. 

Nicholls’s majority is probably more than 
50,000. The count in this city is very slow, not 
being finished in any important ward, but re- 
turns continue to increase the majority for the 
young men’s ticket. 

SOLID FOR SHERMAN, 
That's What Foraker Says the Ohio Delega- 
tion Whil Be. 

Dayton, Ohio, April 18.—The republican 
state convention met here at four o'clock -this 
afternoon, General J. Warren Keifgr, ex- 
speaker of the house of representative, being 
temporary chairman. In his speech Mr. Keifer 
eulogized Senator Sherman and gave reasons 
why he should be nominated as the republi- 
can candidate for president. The appointment 
of vice-presidents andjcommittees having been

Bill Pledger and the Atlanta Ring 
Downs the Boys. 
SHERMAN CARRIES OFF THE PRIZE. 


Old Time Scenes at the State Republican 
Convention—Sherman Delegates Chus- 
en—the State Delegation. 


There was fun at the capitol yesterday. 

The republicans of Georgia had assembled in 
state convention, and to say that there were 
the usual scenes incident upon a republican 
State conyontion tells the whole story. 

From 11 o’clock in the morning until 11 
o'clock at night the nearly two hundred dele- 
gates were hard at work endeavoring to select 
delegates to the national republican cenven- 
tion and to transact a little other business, but 
as usual the greater part of the time was de- 
voted to excited wrangling, the members of 
the convention upon one or two occasions al- 
most coming to blows. 

There were contests galore. 

‘here was a contesting delegation from this 
county, several minor contests from other 
parts of the state, anda groat big kick-from 
Augusta. Augusta succeeded in making her- 
self heard and felt—indeed, had it not been 
for Augusta and her irrepressible ‘‘ Professor’ 
Wright, the convention would have been de- 
cidedly tame. 

There was fun indeed, but delegates wcre 
finally chosen. It was 

A SHERMAN VICTORY, 

And no mistake. No attempt was made to 
instruct the delegates from the state at large, 
but while they say little upon the subject, they 
and the delegates from the different congress- 
ional districts are to a man for John Sherman, 
of Ohio. Were Blaine believed to be im the 
race he could split the delegation, but with 
Blaine out Sherman is the man. 

The delegates began to arrive at the capitol 
early yesterday, and by ll o’clock the hall of 
the house of representatives presented a lively 
scene. Almost all the prominent colored men 
of the state were present as delegates, and 
there was a fair sprinkling of whites—prob- 
ably ten or twelve in all. y 

BEGINNING WORK. 

The convention was called to order by Colo- 
nel A. E. Buck, as chairman of the state cen- 
tral committee. 

There was a kick right at the start off, and 
it came from Richmond county. There were 
two delegations from that county, cne headed 
by RK. RK. Wright, the other by P. H. Craig. 
Members of both delegations wanted to take 
part in this preliminary organizations and re- 
peated rulings of the chair against their doing 
so seemed to have no effect whatever. 

Wright was especially officigus, and refused 
tobe squelched. He’s a ‘“‘talker from way 
back,’’ as one delegate expressed it, and his 
little black head had a tendency to bob up se- 
renely whenever there was a row, and he al- 
ways had something to say. 

Wright was in the fight to beat Bill Pledger. 
He was ‘agin the Atlanta ring,’ and he gave 
Pledger’s forces a strong tussle. 
an avowed candidate for delegate from the 
state at large, and so was Wright—and Pledger 
and ‘the ring’ won, the slate ticket going 
through. 

ut all this occurred later on. At an early 
stage in the game it was decided that delegates 
present should cast the full vote, fo which 
their respective counties were entitled. After 
a good deal of petty squabbling, nominations 
for temporary chairman were called for, 

Jolin H. Deveaux was placed in nomination 
by L. M. Pleasant. Rey. J. M. Grant, of Uur- 
roll, was named by Z. Lb. Hargrove. 

Deveaux was 

THE RING CANDIDATE, 
while Grant was the candidate of those who 
objected to Atlanta running everything. 

But Atlanta cannot be deprived of that 
privilege even in a repubiican convention. 
Deveaux was recognized as Pledger’s candi- 
date,while Wright and his never-quiet tongue, 
were active in support of Grant. 

Pledger demanded acallof the roll on this 
yote. This was profusely seconded and two 
tellers were eppointed to ass‘st the secretary, 
who, by the way, was Deveaux, one of the 
candidates. 

Then there was confusion. The tower of 
Babel was nothing as compared tothis. Al- 
most every delegate was challenged, and the 
chairman’s vigorous use of a heavy hick- 
ory cane as a gavel accomplished nothing. _ 

Finally Colonel Buck became tired and dis- 
gusted and called Colonel K. D. Locke, ex- 
United States marshal, to the chair.

A Remarkable Revelation in Au- 
gusta. 


The Opening of a Grave Leads to the Discov- 
ery of a Strange Transformation 
in the Corpse.

A Strong Man. 

There is always a feeling of sadness in 
the public mind when a strong man is laid 
low by the hand of death, and this fecling 
is intensified when the victim is a popular 
leader, brilliant, courageous and manly. 

This’ description applies with peculiar 
force to Roscoe Conkling, and the announce- 
ment of his death, yesterday, was sorrow- 
fully received throughout the length and 
breadth of the republic. 

Although the late ex-senator voluntarily 
retired from. public life seven years ago, 
haughtily relinquishing his high office on 
account of his differences with the chief 
magistrate of the nation, the members of 
his party continued to hold him in admiring 
estéem, and his opponents never failed to 
reckon him as an unknown but formidable 
quantity in the politics of the period. 
Almost any other man would have been 
ruined and wrecked if he had followed Mr. 
Conkling’s course. But in this instance 
the friends and partisans of the statesman 
respected his lofty motives, and their eyes 
were turned regretfully to him in his re- 
tirement. 

Mr. Conkling was not a profound thinker. 
Hie was not deeply versed in the mysteries 
of statecraft, and he never attempted to 
make himself a black letter lawyer. He 
made no pretensions to scholarship, and 
many of his competitors excelled him in the 
range of their reading, and in their stock of 
information. But he was bold, brainy and 
aggressive, and he scorned the small ways 
of small men. His style of oratory was 
characteristic of the man. It was direc 
clear and strong, and reflected the imperr 
ous, dominant will of the speaker. 

In public life, at the bar, and in society, 
Mr. Conkling quietly and naturally took_the 
lead; and men just as naturally yielded to 
him. Sometimes he offended and disap- 
pointed people, but his noble independence 
and his stainless integrity commanded re- 
spect. 

A “strong man’’ was a praise often upon 
the lips of his admirers, and it suited him. 
He had the faults as well as the virtues of a 
strong man, but in the judgment of his 
countrymen the latter so far outweighed the 
former that he is justly entitled to a place 
among the most eminent and patriotic citi- 
zens of the republic. But the judgment 
and the criticisms of his fellow-men will 
mever again cheer or vex the proud soul of 
Roscoe Conkling.

The Louisiana Election. 

Louisiana is again democratic by an over- 
whelming majority. 

Thus republican hope to break the solid 
south goes up in smoke, and another rivet 
is fastened into the already substantial 
framework which holds the south together 
in support of honest government. 

Nothing could have been better for the 
democracy than the cousre adopted by the 
republicans in the Louisiana campaign. 
There has never been the slightest doubt as 
to the result, but the signal victory of the 
democratic ticket will serve two purposes; 
first, it gives the party renewed encourage- 
mentand assures it thatno side issues can 
ever cause sufficient defection in its ranks 
to impair its strength; and second, it con- 
clusively demonstrates to the republicans 
that the south appreciates the necessity of 
standing by the democratic party, and that 
& will do so under all circumstances, 

The republican party centered all! of its 
strength in the Louisiana campaign. Had 
it been successful, the entering wedge 
would have been driven, and the result 
would haye been, to say the least of*it, very 
threatening tothe democratic party. The 
republicans saw their opportunity, and hay- 
ing a combination of circumstances in their 
favor to aid them in making a vigorous cam- 
paign in Louisiana, determined to stake all 
hopes of breaking the solid south on the 
result, The democrats were divided among 
themselves, not only on personal issues, but 
the republicans had strong faith that the 
tariff question would be the apple of dis- 
cord which would create a still wider division 
in thelx_ ranks. Of all southern states, 
Louisiana was the one which the republi- 
tans believedl to be sufficiently ripe on the 
tariff question to allow that issue totake 
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edlyisavery large protection element in 
the democracy of that state, probably more 
than in any other southern state, and had 
thiselement deserted the demoeracy,, the 
result would have been different. But it 
did not, and it never will, in Louisiana or 
any other southern state. 

So Jong as there is a republican party, $0 
long will there be a solid south. When the 
republican party abandons the issues which 
have united the south against it for these 
many years, then there will be no republi- 
can party,and on other issues the south 
may divide. 

But as long as the issue is between 
democracy and republicanism, the south 
will remain unbroken. 
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In Louisiana the south is still solid. The 
republicans will discover after a while that 
sectionalism is a very bad thing. 

A Few Random Suggestions. 

Undoubtedly, it is possible to build up a 
third party in this country. 

Whether it can be made a strong party or 
not is another question. 

Thethird party men are somewhat em- 
barrassed by the narrowness of their single 
plank platform. Why not extend it and 
add to it? Prohibition is one issue. Why 
not add a ‘“‘White Cross’ feature, a few 
Salvation Army flourishes, a little, mild 
socialism, and borrow Henry George’s anti- 
poverty scheme? 

Such a platform would rally together 
many apparently discordant elements, and 
as passing around the hat would naturally 
bea part of its operations, and the anti- 
poverty feature would, for atime at least, 
be aglorious reality for the leaders and 
speakers, 

Even this sketchy outline bristles with 
tempting possibilities, The prospect is 
simply dazzling. 

But, would such a party last? That 
would have to be tested. If its life should 
be short, it would certainly be lively, pic- 
turesqnhe and uproariously merry. ” 

The third party men may not accept 
these suggestions. What, then, will they 
accept—oflices.

‘“Perbaps I hadn’t worldly wit erough in those 
days,’’ continued Mr. McNemura, “to divine what 
was coming. Any way, I sat down beside her. She 
had an umbrella in her hand, and rested her fore- 
head on its handle. I couldn't see whether her face 
was suffused with blushes or not, but her pose was 
as delicately suggestive of modesty as her somewhat 
ponderous form would permit her to make it.

Bryant, of Atlanta, a prominent republican, and re- 
puted to be an editor. He had come north, it 
seemed, to e‘ect General Grant president for a third 
term. He brought letters to me from the most 
prominent ministers in New York. and I cordially 
welcomed him as a valuable assistant in my mis- 
sionary work. Very soon he and the countess were 
on familiar terms, and he began to be regarded as a 
sort of sponsor for her. I considered it my duty to 
warn him, andI did. He resented the intended 
kindness asan affront, and drawing himself up, 
said, witha lofty assumption of dignity, that he 
was the countess’s protector while he remained in 
New York.

Before a second was heard, Smith Easley 
and several others came up smiling,with points 
of order. The chair finally quelled the excite- 
ment by declaring that there was no motion 
before the house. 

Then Manning started it over by renewing 
his motion. This time Wright and others 
seconded it. Manning made a bitterspeech. 

‘Colonel Buck,”’ he said, ‘‘cannot afford, as 
the recognized leader of the party in this state, 
to go to Chicago on such an election as that. 
Colonel Locke, a prominent leader in the 
party, cannot afford to go to Chicago on such 
an election as that. Colonel Pledger, a prom- 
inent leader in the party, cannot afford to go 
to Chicago on such an election as that. Rev. 
W. J. White cannot afford to go to Chicago on 
such an election as that.’’ 

“It was a shame and a disgrace,’’ chimed in 
Wright. 

But the conyention thought otherwise. A 
motion to table Manning’s motion to recon- 
‘sider, and upon arising vote the motion to 
table had 50 votes, with but 15 votes against it. 

‘Well, gem’n,”’ ssid Manning, “if you can 
afford thus to displace your leaders I can.”’ 

And the work of the convention went on. 

THE RESOLUTIONS. 

S. A. Darnell, of the committee on resolu- 
tions, read those that had been adopted. They 
were received without any demonstration of 
applause, savea solitary cheer from Smith 
Easiey when the temperance clause was read. 

The resolutions are of the stereotyped order, 
and begin by affirming adhesion to the republi- 
can purty, and arraigning the democratic 
party for ‘‘failure to redeem its pledges to the 
country on its accession to power, for its oppo- 
sition to any system of general education, to 
the repeal of the internal revenue laws and 
the tendencies favorable to free trade.’’ The 
resolutions demand a repeal of the internal 
revenue laws as no longer necessary, urge 
upon congress the passage of the Blair bill, or 
some similar bill, demand a bureau of labor 
statistics, demand the abolition of the chain- 
gang system. 

The resolutions pledge the nerty todo all in 
its power to promote the cause of temperance 
i the state. They demand that the state con- 
stitution be so amended that the provision §re- 
quiring the payment of taxes as a condition 
precedent tothe rights of suffrage be abol- 
ished. They declare that every citizen is en- 
titled to full protection of his personal and po- 
litical rights under national and state laws; a 
‘‘fulliand fair count’’ is assured and demanded, 
as are stricter election laws. The resolutions 
wind up with a clause favoring ‘‘the collection 
of duties on importations from foreign coun- 
tries for the support of the government, the 
protection of American labor and encourage- 
ment of American industries.’’

Mapp sued the road for $10,000 for personal 
injury and got a verdict for $1,400. 

Mapp wasan employe of the Atlanta Gas 
company. He, together with other employes, 
was unloading coal from some Georgia Pa- 
cific cars. In order to place these cars 
in &® more convenient position for 
unloading Mapp with the other hands pinched 
them with crowpbars, when they started down 
grade and collided with a freight train, which 
was backing up on a side track. The end of a 
bar was driven into Mapp’s leg.

Preparing to Win the Champion- 
ship of the World. 


The Great Walking Match in New York—An 
Atlanta Man to Compete for the 
Great Prize--Can He Win? 


The greatest walking match on record > will 
begin at Madison Square Garden, New York, 
May the 6th and will last six days. The most 
famous professional walkers of the world will 
be compctitors in this trial-of agility and en- 
durapce. Among others Albert, the present 
chafiipidn, Several of the @x-champfons, the 
two Harts, Vint, Nomeani and Cox will en- 
gage in the contest. Three of the swiltest 
walkers of England will contend for the prize, 
and other foreign countries will send repre- 
sentatives. The match will be open to the 
world. A prize of $2,000 will be given to the 
man who beats the record of 653 miles in six 


days. 

Atlanta will figure in that great contest. 

Alf Prater, the ‘‘mountain wonder,”’ will be 
there. And it is believed that the same speed, 
pluck and endurance which enabied him to 
win so many matches in the south will make 
him a formidable competitor for the first prize 

He is backed by Mr. Bridwe!l and other At- 
lanta geutlemen, who have implicit confideuce 
in his powers. They believe he can win the 
first prize and expect him to do it. Their ex- 
pectations are based upon Prater’s past 
achievements. They remember his having 
mede 98 miles in the first twelve hours; 92 
miles the second twelve hours, and 95 miles 
the third twélve hours. In every match he 
has done splendid work. His deer-like ticet- 
ness, his steady gait, and his marvelous stay- 
ing qualities have excited the envy of his 
rivals andthe admiration of the spectators. 
They who are familiar with his powers declare 
that he is equal to Albert or any other pedes- 
trian inthe United States. 

Prater isa man of strong points, He has 
subjugated his appetites and practices an ab- 
stemiouness worthy of astoic.

Ican easily go a week and siecep 
only two and a half hours out of every twenty- 
four. I have tested my ability todo this and 
have never failed yet. I-run every day fifty 
miles barefooted ang seon will double the dis- 
tance.”’ 

“What is your plan? 
to win?” 

“My programme will be to make 125 miles 
the first day, 120 the second, and never less 
than one hundred miles any day. I am satis- 
fied I can do it.”’ 

‘Then you really expect to win?” 

“Expect to win!”’ exclaimed the ‘mountain 
wonder,’ “I am just certain to win. You 
need not.be afraid of my crippling. If you’ll 
go with me to New York, I’ll die on the track 
before I'll get beaten. I won't cripple; V1) 
just die.”’ 

As this great match in New York. will bo 
open to the world, the man that wins the first 
prizé will be. entitled to the world’s chamnion- 
ship. If-Alf Prater wins the match, he will 
wear the -belt..
